Wages For Ball 
Players In U.S. 

President Coolidge Asked to 
Appoint Commission of 
“Honest Men” 


New York. Jan. 15.—Homebody has 
thrown a curse on baseball as It la 
played in th* United States. 

Into th* discussion of the diamond 
gam* yesterday came a petition 
hsaded by a letter with tbe name of 
Ban Johnson, president of the Ameri¬ 
can league attached, which urges 
Congress to take charge of the 
American national game, license 
managers, player* and umpires and 
pay union salaries. The paper cir¬ 
culated her* xs believed to have come 
from Cleveland as President John¬ 
sons'* letter wag addressed to Joseph 
A. Collier of that city. 

The plaa set forth follow* in part: 

"No man or *et of men may own. 
more than one club In each league. 

"Bach club umpire, manager, coach 
and player must aeoure a license 
from the government each year, and 
such license may be suspended for 
the good of th* game or for any oth*r 
reason. 

' "No clul* may carry more than j 
twenty-five uniformed men after the 
first month of any season. No trades 
or nalea of players between the clubs 
of a league may be made at any time 
without tbe consent of the majority 
of the clubs In such league. 

SAME SALARY FOR ALL 

"All players in a league must be 
paid (he same salary, depending upon 
length of service In any league of 
that class, or better. Each club may 
offer prises every year for the beat 
batter, fielder and pitcher, provided 
all ciube in the league do tha same, 
and that all prises are uniform. Bach 
league will be free to make Ita own 
•ch*dule of rates every year." 

. The petition rails for a commission 
of "three honest men. appointed by 
the President of the United Ktates to 
administer the law. but not to ad¬ 
minister the game." 

The commission wohld have head¬ 
quarters at some central point "away 
from the political atmoephere of 
Washington." 

Jail penalties and fines are sug¬ 
gested for any violations of the law. 

The letter signed by Johnson says: 

"Your position relative to the 
regulation of our national game la 
correct It la my firm conviction 
that we can only secure adequate 
and .satisfactory results through the 
medium of a commission created bf 
the government,"
